Does British Columbia want 
Population ? 

Her bettor judgmont must any yes. 
Her action or rather inaction says no. 
An intelligent glance at th« immediate 
future leaves no room to doubt tho 
urgent necessity that exists for a 
considerable accossion to tho industrial 
and producing population of tho coun- 
try. Tho present white population of 
British Columbia is popularly esti- 
mated at ton thousand, at which point 
it has boon stationary since 1864. 
That estimate may bo accepted as ap- 
proximately corroct. At any rate it 
will answer present purposes. An ex- 
amination of the imports shows conclu- 
sively that too few of tho ten thousand 
are producers. Very much of what is 
consumed in this Province and what 
ought to bo produced in it, for tho 
production of which its soil and cli- 
mate aro eminently adapted, continue 
to come from abroad, thus, accord- 
ing to all the laws of economics, 
leaving the country sojmuch tho poor- 
er. It follows, therefore, that, even 
with the prosont small and stunted 
population, tho producing capacity of 
tho Province is inadocpiato to its con- 
sumptive capacity. If such be, indeed, 
the unequal condition of things now, 
what an alarming and ruinous ine- 
quality must result from a sudden ac- 
cession of eight or ton thousand fre»h 
consumers ? For it will hardly bo do- 
uied that tho expenditure of betweon 
thirty-live and forty millions within 
the Province during tho noxt five or 
six years on public works alone will 
necessitate such an influx. In order 
that this enormous expenditure may 
be made to conduce as largely an pos- 
sible to the permanent bonofit of Bri- 
tish Columbia, it is essential that the 
labor employed shall bo fed from our 
own acres. If tho major portion of 
that money is to go out of tho country 
to buy food for the labor employed on 
these public works, how much better 
will British Columbia be for tho expen- 
diture ? Sho will have the works, it 
is true; but that is only ono part, and 
not tho most immediately beneficial 
part of tho advantages she ought to 
enjoy. It has been said that thoso 
public works will not fail to attract 
labor. That is true; although, perhaps, 
not in the fullest and most satisfactory 
sense. Wo should aim at socuring, 
as far as possible, that class of labor 
which will prove in the end most bene- 
ficial to the country. But it is not tho 
lnbur about which there need be most 
concern. Tho great anxiety is to in- 
troduce proitncors in order that tho 
labor may not oat foreign produce, — in 
order that tho bulk of tho millions about 
to bo exponded may bo made 
to ilow into tho pockots of our own 
producers, instead of into those of a foreign 
country. To accomplish this might to bo 
the great aim of proBont legislation. There 
is no timo to bo lost. Wo said that tlio 
action, or rather tho inaction, of tho Pro- 
vince givos a nogativo reply to tho ques- 
tion forming our caption. Bat we are re- 
minded that, through her roproBontutiToa 
in theLocal Legislature, oho gave a differ- 
ent answer. A Select Committoo reported 
on the subject as IoIIowb: — 

"'That His Excellency tho Lieutenant- 
Governor be reeommendod to appoint a 
local Hoard to bo called the Board of Im- 
migration, with powor to coasidor and re- 
port upon all matters concerning immi- 
gration and deal generally with tho sub- 
ject." 

That the sum of $f(KH) lio appropriated 
for the purpose of compiling and circulat- 
ing information rebooting tho Province. 

That the Govornmont at once oiTor a 
premium for tho best written paniphlot 
setting forth in a concise and popular 
form tho advantages prosentod by tho 
Province to immigrants generally; that 
the manuscripts of such pamphlets be 
placed in the hands of tho Boord of Immi- 
gration so to bo appointed within one 
month of tho date of tho offer, and that 
tho said Board have power to decide upon 
tho respective merits of thoso submitted, 
selecting tho ono which they may deem 
eutitlod to tho premium for publication." 

This report was unanimously adopted 
by the Legislature. And we think the 
public generally will concur in tho re- 
commendations of that report. It was 
felt that the circulation throughout the 
Pacific States and Territories as well aa in 
Canada and the Old Country of a truo and 
unvarnished description of tho country 
and tho advantages it presents as a field 
for emigrants, and also a ntntoment of the 
public works about to bo undertaken ami 
the liberal land system soon to be framed 
would, without any farther offorts on the 
part of the Government, save such fir, 
would he necessary to muko fitting pro- 
vision for tho recoption and proper treat- 
ment of immigrants on their landing, havo 
the effect of causing a gradual inilow of 
that class which it is moat desirable to at- 
tract. But, for Rome unexplained reason, 
the Executive have done nothing to givo 
force and effect to that report oxcopt in so 
far as inviting competition for tho prizo 
mid paying it over to tho successful com- 
petitor are concerned. Although five 
months have elapsed no Board of Immi- 
gration lias been appointed, and the pri7,o 
pamphlet, so far as we aro awaro, lies in 
an obscure pigeon-hole of tho Provincial 
800 rotary 'h office. It is possible that, 
when they moot tho Logislaturo, tho Min- 
istry may have some satisfactory explana- 
tion to oiler for this strange abstention; 
but, however that may bo, it is extremely 
to be regretted that another neason has 
boon permitted to pass without the first 
.steps being taken towards so very import- 
ant an object. Thoro aro even on tho Pa- 
cific slope thousands of good, substantial 
persons, many of thorn possessing con- 
siderable means, who would oomo and 
settle in this country could thoy but bo 
mode awaro of tho simple truth ooncorn- 
ing it. And yet British Columbia won't 
speak the words necessary to bring thorn.

A Fratricide. 

A SISTER SHOOTS HER BROTHER DEAR, 
(From tho Kaunas City (Mo.) Times, August 11. J 

Early on Friday morning tho neigh- 
borhood of Liberty, tho county seat of 
Clay, wrb thrown into a furoro of ex- 
citement by tho intelligence that Miss 
Julia Wills, a beautiful and accomplish- 
ed young lady of soventoon years, had 
killed hor brother, aged twenty-two. 
At first tho report was discredited, in- 
asmuch as sho had always borne the 
reputation of possessing an amiable dis- 
position, and being lady-like in hor 
domoanor. On investigation, tho re- 
port was found to bo too true, but tho 
commission of tho deed, under tho 
circumstances, somewhat palliated tho 
atrociousness of the crime. 

At about six o'clock in tho morning 
a dispute arose between Miss Wills 
and hor brother in what is known as 
the cow lot on tho farm, three miles 
west of Liberty, in regard to tho con- 
duct of 

THEIR YOUNGEST SISTER 

And whether it had justified tho man- 
ner in which she had been treated by 
her brother, who, it is said, had whip- 
ped hor severely. Tho young man, 
who has had the reputation of being 
very quarrelsome, became very angry at 
the upbraiding from his sister, and 
soizing an axe, raised it with tho evi- 
dont intention of striking her. She 
screamed violently and rushed toward 
tho house, closely followed by her 
brother. On reaching there sho seized a 
shotgun, which lay in the dining-room, 
and warned him not to make any fur- 
her demonstrations of injuring her or 
she would kill him. He paid no atten- 
tion to her admonition but advanced, 
and as he did so she pulled the trigger. 
Wills fell dead, tho contents of the gun 
having entered his neck, a short dis- 
tance below the chin. There was not 
a word spoken. The young lady, pal- 
lid with fright, stood trembling, while 
her brother lay stretched before her, 
his life's blood fast ebbing. The fami- 
ly circle, once happy, bad been render- 
ed miserable, and the life of one of its 
members had been taken, while that of 
the other — a woman— destined to be 
made one of untold misery when the 
recollections of the tragedy should 
crowd upon her memory. Who can 
imagine the fellings of a pure, intelli- 
gent, cultivated young lady, whose 
every thought and instinct were foreign 
to crime, and whose hands were crim- 
soned with the blood of her brot her, in 
defending herself from an outburst of 
his anger caused simply by her remon- 
strating with him on his conduct to- 
ward his little sister. She is crazed 
with grief, and a close watch is kept 
upon ; her movements to prevent, her 
from committing suicide. An inquest 
was held on the body of young Wills 
yesterday, and a verdict rendered gof 
justifiable homicide.

THE COMMONS ELECTION ! 

Return of Mr. Nathan at 
the Head of the Poll ! ! 



The Election in Victoria District for two 
members to sit in the IIouso of Commons, 
took place vesterday and resulted in the 
return of Mr. Nathan at the Head of the 
Poll, Mr. DeCosmos coming in second on 
^ the list and Mr. Beaven third. (The poll- 
ing commenced at 1) a.m. and ended at o 
p, m. The Eeturning Officer (Judge 
Pemborton) had wisely divided the City 
into four soctions with a view to [prevent- 
ing the congregation of too many voters 
at any one point. Hence the pushing and 
confusion incident to previous contests 
were avoided. A^more orderly election 
novor took placo in this city than that of 
yesterday. From an early hour it was 
apparent that the real struggle was be- 
tween Messrs. Nathan and DeCosmos 
as to which should grasp tho» position of 
senior membor for tho most important 
District in the Province. In the spirited 
? contest that ensued for the covel.nl place 
Mr. Beaven was overlooked by many who 
had promised to cast for him, and as a 
vorj natural consequence he occupies the 
lowest position on the poll. The first 

• plumper was cast at the Police Barracks 
for Mr. DeCosmos. Several ether plump- 
ers, as if by concerted action, were cast 
for the same candidate at the other booths. 
All of Mr. Nathan's friends who had al- 
ready voted had cast for Mr. DeCosmos; but 
it soon became apparent that a majority 
of tho hitter's friends had arranged t<> 
"plump" for him. At Victoria District 
aud Parsons Bridge the same tactics were 

^ developed; and wore frustrated as far as 
possiblo. In the City, after ii% o'clock, 
a largo majority of the votes cast were 
plumpers. Mr. Nathan had majorities at 
Bastion street, Bronghton street ami St. 
Nicholas Hall, while DeCosmos was ahead 
at Parsons Bridge, the Pol ice Barracks 
and the School house. Tho majority for 
Nathan (-i) would have been much in- 
creased had the plumping tactics of the 
opposing candidates been discovered 
earlier in the day; but, taken all in all, it 
js eminently satisfactory to find him oc- 
cupying the first place in the poll. 

The official result will be announced at 
noon to-day. The following statement,

FAVORABLE OPINION ! 

Qtjesnellemotjtii, B. C, I 
Aug. 25th, 1872. J 

From Mr. Toidoman, whom wo met at 
Lako Tatlah, wo recoivod vory favorable 
accounts of tho Hom.athco Valley bolow 
Middle Lake. It consists of ultcrnato 
flats, slightly sloping towards tho river 
banks, and rocky canyons. The latter ho 
represents as being few and of no great 
longtb, and ho believes that, taken all to- 
gether, from tho Forks of tho Homatheo, 
their aggregate length will not much ox- 
coed a mile. Ho thinks that one tunnel 
only of a quarter of a mile in length will 
be required in tho entire distanco above 
tho main canyon below Murderer's liar. 

I am inclined to receive Tiedoman's ro- 
port "cum grano Balis," as I think that 
there was a considerable distanco during 
which ho did not travel along the river. 
In one spot I know that for a distanco of 
six miles they wore high up in tho moun- 
tains. 

Our own observations extended ns far 
as the lower end of Middle Lako, where 
wo estimated ourselves to be twenty-live 
miles distant from the surveying party. 
From that point eastward tho difficulties 
in the line of making a railway are few. 
Around tho Middle Lake, which is three 
miles in length, some heavy work in blast- 
ing, and probably a tunnel of one-fifth of 
a mile, would be found necessary. Thence 
to Bluff Lako ( It) miles distant) a compa- 
ratively level valley, with a gradual riso 
of about 'HI feet to the mile, offers an easy 
lino for a road. Bluff Lake has (as its 
name signifies) a precipice to pass around 
of about 200 yards in length, followed by 
another tunnel of one quarter of a mile, 
and another valley is entered, which we 
only followed for a short distance, the 
trail following tho high ground. The 
altitude of the summit between tho waters 
of tho Homatheo and of tho Fraser River 
I estimated at 3250 foot above the level of 
the sea. My aneroid, however, did not 
agree with Mr. Smith's, who made it but 
little over :300(). _ The riso from Bluff 
Lake is 300 feet in a distanco of seven 
miles. 

Lake Tatlah is only ono hundred feet 
below the summit and offers a fine valley 
for railway work. We made its length 21 
miles. It empties into the Chelaneo River, 
a little sluggish stream four miles 
n length, with a fall of only 20 foot. From 
their running in a direction but little 
north of East, the Chelanco traverses a 
level valley several miles wide for a dis- 
tance of 22 miles, to its continence with 
the Chilcoaten River. I made tho des- 
cent in this distance 210 feet. The valley 
of the Chilcoaten is similar in its charac- 
ter to tho Chelanco, ranging from one to 
live miles in width, and presenting a Hat 
surface, sometimes covered with swamp 
or bunch grass, and sometimes with low 
bnslioa. A distance of 25 miles with a 
fall of -100 feet brought us to the point 
where the trail left the Chilcoaten, and 
ascended tho ridge between that stream 
and the Fraser. The altitude of this land 
is the same as that of the entire plateau 
on the eastern side of Fraser River, aver- 
aging 1,000 feet, and rising above the Chi - 
coaten at thin point fully 1,600 feet. 'Die 
descent into tho PrftZOr Valley exceeds 
2,500ft. in a distanco of about lOmiles. Of 
course to make so great a dosoont tho lino 
must necessarily wind along tho river 
banks which on either side are. stoop banks 
of very loose gravel, subject to slides, and 
offering no permanent foundation for a 
railway. 

It is my impression that the lino via 
Alexandria, 31) miles farther north, will 
1»> found the most practicable, but the 
season is now so far advanced that there 
will be no time for an elaborate survey 
this year. Mr. Smith, who passed me on 
the trail from Alexandria to the Chilcoa- 
ten, said that he saw no great engineering 
difficulties in the entire distance. The 
country, however, is entirely worthless on 
this route; being covered with the small 
black pine, which invariably denotes in- 
ferior soil. 

I have hitherto been one of the unbe- 
lievers in the Bute Inlet route, but 1 con- 
fess that T think that its obstacles have 
boon very greatly over-estimated.

Qliev.r Antiquities in Spain — Twelve 
Female Fiouhes. — Near the village of 
Yecia, in the province of Mureia, in 
Spain, there is a hill called "El Oorro 
tie los Angeles," owing the numerous 
fragments of statues which have been 
discovered near it. A little more than 
a year ago the heavy rains, or other 
circumstances, brought to the surface 
some fragments of antique statues 
which attracted great attention , and 
caused excavations to lie made in tho 
locality. Among the discoveries made 
were those of curious female standing 
figures, about twelve in number, four 
iif which have Luge conical head dresses 
and the body covered with draper}' in 
symmetrical folds, tho remainder have 
smaller head dresses, although richer 
in^ornamontation, and necklaces in the 
form of acordov plait. All those statues 
hold a vase in their hands at the height 
of their waist. Ono of those figures 
holds the vase with one hand, and in the 
other is an object which appears to 
bo the flower of fotus. Another lias 
her hand lifted to her shoulder, in the 
same way as the figures of tho thir- 
teen century which ho kith the cords of 
their mantels. The mosi remarkable 
of all is a figure which holds a vase 
from which flames issue; on her breast 
is a large necklace, with a representa- 
tion of the sun and moon and a star, 
ami on a /.one of the interior tunic at 
the heigh! of the knees several attri- 
butes are engraved. Tho execution of 
those sulptures is coarse, indicating 
that they were made by unskilled 
hands rather than at a period of com- 
plete decay. The fad, of their being 
made of the same stoi io which is found 
in the locality, renders it probable that 
they are the work of artists of culture. 
They are considered as of an epoch 
posterior to the birth of Christ and 
earlier tlmn Constantine,
